Colliver says that in future is- 
sues he will report on other cases 
in more detail, without identifica-

Chemical Plant Scabs Rush Pickets 


Livermore Co. 
Speeds Goods 
Through Line 


Pickets of Chemical Workers 422 
at the struck plant of the Coast 
Manufacturing and Supply Com- 
pany at Livermore got some inkl- 
ing during the past few days of 
the ruthless policy of the big cor- 
poration, 


Members of the _ supervisorial 
staff, scabbing on the strikers, 
rushed an automobile at terrific 
speed past the picket line. Since 
President Harold Schuh of Local 
422 had been injured a week before 
when a car came rushing out of 
the struck plant, the pickets were 
careful. 


TOO LATE! 


They figured a few minutes later 
they were too careful. For by the 
time they realized that this time 
the speeding automobile was rush- 
ing goods produced by the scabs 
to some unknown destination, it 
was too late for them to follow the 
car and find out just where those 
goods were being delivered, 


The lines have now been tight- 
ened, said Secretary Robert S, Ash 
in reporting to the Central Labor 
Council Monday, and the pickets 
realize that extreme alertness is 
needed. 


The company is headed by a re- 
tired army colonel noted for his 
hostility to unions.

HOW TO BUY 


Trouble With Washing Machine? |Barbara Bell

A number of readers have asked 
for advice on problems connected 
with their new automatic washers, 
especially, what soaps or detergents 
to use. 


“I own a Bendix Economat which 
I bought last year,” writes Mrs. 
F. W. of Suffield, Conn, “I had 
to have the repair man fix it three 
times already. The last time he told 
me I cannot use Tide, Fab or any 
of those detergents due to the rub- 
ber tub in the machine. I have been 
using Tide and like it. Now I can- 
not find a good soap to clean as 
well.” 

Another reader writes that a 
salesman who sold a friend of hers 
an Easy Spindrier similarly warned 
against using any of the synthetic 
detergents in her machine. 

The trouble many women have 
been having with their washers 
results from the fact that so-called 
“built” synthetic detergents like 
Tide are so efficient they wash 
everything inside the machine as 
well as the clothes, and thus may 
be responsible for the disappear- 
ance of grease from the bearings, 
damage to the enamel, sticky rub- 
ber rollers and other damages. 

Also, when used in pulsator or 


laundry. Because an automatic 
does need more hot water than a 
wringer-type washer, experts now 
recommend a 50-gallon capacity to 
anyone buying a new tank for use 
with an automatic. 


To avoid wear on clothes and 
loss of color, it’s best to run your 
machine only long enough to get 
clothes clean.\ (That’s the advan- 
tage of a washer with an inter- 
ruptable cycle.) To avoid the need 
lfor long or hard washing, colored 
clothes especially should not be al- 
lowed to become soiled before laun- 
dering, the U. S.-Bureau of Home 
Economics advises. 

Repair tip: If your washing ma- 
jchine door starts to leak, wrap a 
length of clothesline inside the gas- 
ket to tighten it. This is all some 
of the service men themselves do, 
when they want to save you the 
$4 cost of a new gasket.

State Employment Service. 


Q. How much money do I get 
(total) in unemployment insur- 
ance? 

A. The maximum amount of 
unemployment insurance payable! 
to an individual during any one 
benefit year is 26 times the weekly 
benefit amount; provided, that in| 
no case is the t6tal amount of bene-| 
fits payable more than one-half! 
the total wages paid to the indi- 
vidual during his base period. | 

Q. How will I know how much! 
I am to receive? 

A. When you file a claim for} 
unemployment insurance (or dis-| 
ability insurance) that establishes| 
a benefit year, you will receive by | 
mail a “Notice of Computation” 
from the Department of Employ-| 
ment’s Sacramento headquarters. | 
This notice tells you exactly how! 
much you are entitled to receive.

An issue is soon going before Congress which is of great 
interest to every one of us who pays into the Old Age and 
Survivors Insurance program or social security, we usually 
call it. In other words, practically all of us in the trade unions, 

The question Congress must decide is this: Should people 
bein pay nothing into the social security fund receive benefits 
rom it? 

The U. S. Chamber of Commerce (consider the source!) 
has gotten into a ‘‘'generous” mood, and now proposes that all 
retired persons over 65 be given a minimum monthly benefit 
of $25 whether they contributed to the fund or not. Three 
Government committees are now studying this, Dewey An- 
derson’s Public Affairs Institute reports. 

Remember, as Public Affairs Institute says, that the pro- 
gram doesn't cost the Federal Government anything. In fact, 
there is a comfortable insurance reserve of $18 billion invested 
in U. S. Government bonds. The entire program is so sound 
that it takes in more money than it pays out. 

In short, this is an insurance program, not a handout. And 
an insurance program belongs to the people who pay the 
money in for it. It doesn't belong to the U. S. Chamber of 
Commerce any more than your money in a private insurance 
company belongs to the U. S. Chamber of Commerce.

“The reasonableness of the speaker should help to erase any 
lingering Eastern investor fears about the California Utilities 
Commission attitude.” 

One can sympathize with the plight in which the big 
‘privately owned utilities find themselves. They are prone to 


announce, as the Key System did recently, that they'll have| 


to go out of business immediately if they aren't allowed more 
‘money by the Utilities Commission. Then Eastern investors 
read about their sad plight, and think, ““Gosh, I won't put any 
money into that outfit. The poor fellows are going broke, and 
I can't afford to be a charitable institution to help them out.” 

So then a backfire has to be built, and the utilities have to 
spread the word around that everything's wonderful out here, 
that the Utilities Commission is extremely “reasonable.” 

The next crisis comes when the workers for a utility want 
an increase in pay. Again the lugubrious larrupings of the old 
poverty mule begin, and the people learn to their astonishment 
that the great corporation has been riding that old mule for a 
ilong time, and that the poor creature is about to fall down to 
earth under its rider, never to rise again. 

As soon as the wage issue is settled, then the unhappy 
public relations men of the corporation have to slip it to the 
financial writers that they were only fooling, and that actually 
they're riding one of the finest horses you ever saw. And out
